Tho log»l tender 
notes aro to be redoeinable at the office 
ol the bank designated upon them, uud 
each bunk: is always to huvo on hand to 
redeem them, $1 in geld lo every $5 of 
uutes in oirculaiioo bearing its superscrp* 
tiou.
